SALVATORE BARRANCO, M.D., the Respondent, was authorized to practice
medicine in New York State on-or about September 1, 1967, by the issuance.of
| license number 099732 by the New York State Education Department.

EACTUAL ALLEGATIONS
A. Onor about February 13, 1996, in the Uﬁited States District Court, Southem
District of New York, Respondent was sentenced to concurrent terms of 27
* months incarceration, commencing March 13, 1996, and, upon release from
imprisonment, a term of two years of supervised release, upon his conviction,
after a guilty plea, of the following two felony counts:
1. Conspiracy to Commit income Tax Evasion (count one), in
violation of 18 U.S.C. 371, in that Respondent, an orthopedic
surgeon, together with named co-conspirators, was found to
have participated in and committed acts in furtherance of a
conspiracy from 1982 through 1992, to defraud the United States
and the IRS by defeating the IRS function of collecting income -
taxes and to evade a substantial part of the income tax due by

him for calendar years 1983 through 1992 and by other
conspirators as indicated; and




2. Wilfully Evading income Taxes (count two), in violation of 26 .
U.S.C. 7201 and 18 U.S.C. 2, in that from January 1, 1987 to
October S, 1983, Respondent willfully and knowingly attempted to
evade a substantial part of the income tax owed by him to the -
United States for calendar years 1987 through 1992 by filing faise
and fraudulent tax retums containing bogus charitable and
business deductions and which faisely understated his taxable
income and the tax due which he knew were substantially in
excess of the amounts reported.
